These changes have already 
been effected in the College of 
Agriculture at U-T Knoxville. 

The changes will shift the 
main emphasis In the cur¬ 
riculum from the practical to 
the scientific-theoretical side 
of agriculture. Rapid changes In 
agriculture In the United States 
necessitated the acquiring of 
a broader base of general know¬ 
ledge on the parts of those re¬ 
sponsible for its future develop¬ 
ment. 

Asa result of the proposed 
changes, it will be possible for 
a student to receive his bachelor 
of science degree in general 
agriculture with a minimum of 
45 hours In agriculture. The 
total hours required for gradu¬ 
ation will be 198 as compared 
to 199 at the present. At Knox¬ 
ville, the required hours for 
graduation have been reduced 
from 214 to 198. 

In a self-study conducted by 
the UTMB Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment last year, It was dis¬ 
covered that graduating stu¬ 
dents desired to do away with the 
five-hour courses in the upper 
division work. As a result of 
this survey, several of the new 
changes were indicated as the 
preferences of the students. 

Under the new plan, courses 
will be of three hours length 
with a limited number of four- 
hour courses. In the lower 
division work the plans are for 
a few five-hour courses in agri¬ 
culture. 

The lower division work will 
include such courses as Eng¬ 
lish, mathematics, botany, 
zoology, bacteriology, eco¬ 
nomics, a basic agricultural en¬ 
gineering course, physics, and 
other hours in the social science 
field. The courses offered In 
agriculture will constiture 17 
hours of the lower division 
work. During the freshman year 
the student will take 46 hours 
or 52, and in the sophomore 
year he will have 51 or 48 
hours. The choice of hours here 
depends upon whether the stu¬ 
dent decides to take mathe¬ 
matics or chemistry in his 
freshman year. 

Agriculture courses offered 
will be in agriculture eco¬ 
nomics, poultry science, agri¬ 
culture engineering, agronomy, 
animal science, dairy products, 
horticulture, and the addition of 
a course In livestock judging Is 
anticipated. For the upper di¬ 
vision work the student will be 
given the opportunity or choice 
of 63 hours offered. Of this 
number, 28 hours will be re¬ 
quired. Previously, a total of 
55 hours has been required. 
On the upper division level the 
student will have the oppor¬ 
tunity of choosing from 36 hours 
of free electives as compared to 
three hours at the present. 

At least 18 hours in social 
science and the humanities will 
be required.

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Students Ought To Vote 

Why do so few students vote In elections on the UTMB 
campus? 

Is it because students are not aware that an election is 
going to be held? 

Could it be because the students don’t know where to go 
vote? Possibly, since the ASA room has recently been moved 
from the Student Activities Building to the Old Science Building. 
However, there were signs up all over campus giving directions 
as to where the election would be held. 

Could it be because the election is held in such an out- 
of-the-way place that students are terribly Inconvenienced in 
getting to the polls to vote? No, It could not. The Old Science 
Building is practically in the middle of the campus. 

Could it be because UTMB students have so little pride 
and interest in their university that they just don’t bother to 
vote? This could be the cause, and if so, it is deplorable. 
Apathy, or indifference, is all too much in evidence on our 
campus and is shown most by the lack of participation in 
campus politics. 

It has been said that the Greeks always take over campus 
elections. This is a ridiculous statement, considering the 
number of Greeks in proportion to the total number of students. 
It is true that Greeks perhaps do have much more interest 
in elections. They stand behind their members not only 
for an individual victory, but because a win also brings honor 
to the entire groups and to the university. In fact in some 
Greek organizations there is a monetary fine placed on members 
who neglect to exercise the duty and privilege of voting in 
campus elections. This is good. 

Now, simply because a larger percentage of the membership 
of Greek letter organizations vote, this does not mean they 
are “taking over” elections on the UTMB campus. They don’t 
have to; independents are giving up without a fight. 

Something could and should be done about this situation. 
In national politics, we have a two-party system which stimu¬ 
lates competition and arouses and maintains voting interest. 
We do not have political parties on the UTMB campus, but 
we do have certain interest groups, the largest and potentially 
strongest being the independent. 

It may be that the answer to this problem is work on the 
part of all these groups, not to bring dissension and discordi 
to our campus, but to create a healthy and honest rivalry. 

Volette Invites Criticism 

Many opinions and points of view are expressed in the pages 
of The Volette, both in news and editorial columns. 

Of course, all of our readers would not agree with all of 
these opinions. It would not be very reasonable to think that 
out of a student body of more than 1300 students all of them 
would think exactly alike and have the same opinion on any 
issue. 

Differences of opinion, constructively given, are the back¬ 
bone of our democracy and of freedom of the press. We of The 
Volette welcome opinions about matters expressed in our 
columns. We are not trying to stir up controversy, but we do 
solicit honest, well-thought out differences of opinion. 

The columns of the editorial page are always open for 
letters to the editor. All we ask is that the writer sign his 
name.

Curtain Will Ring Down 


On Basketball In Old Gym

When UTMB meets David 
Lipscomb Thursday night it 
will ring down the curtain on 
32 years of basketball in the 
old physical education building. 

The Vols will start the 
1963-64 season In a new $600,- 
000 gymnasium that is sched¬ 
uled to be completed by Sep¬ 
tember. 

The old gym was dedicated 
on February 9, 1931, when 
UTMB (then U-T Junior 
College) absorbed a 70-37 de¬ 
feat at the hands of Murray 
State. H. K. Grantham coached 
basketball at that time. Some 
of the players included Holiday 
Short, Glenhard Riley, Bill 
Minton, and Cliff Pritchett, the 
latter the father-in-law of foot¬ 
ball coach Robert Carroll. 

UTMB teams have played 
204 games in the present gym. 
In recent years the crowds 
have been overflowing. The 
new physical education build¬ 
ing will seat comfortably 
4,000 persons. The new-style 
basketball arena will have 
plenty of seats for everyone. 


The old adage that there’s 
nothing new under the sun 
could be applied in the in¬ 
stance of the plans for the old 
gym’s being built in 1931. 
The January 13, 1931, issue 
of The Volette stated, "The 
physical education building is 
now being worked on . . . 
this building will include a 
large gymnasium with a stage 
at one end which may act as 
an auditorium to seat some 
300 or 1,000 people. There will 
be offices and rooms for special 
exercise to correct physical 
defects of students . . . and 
probably a bowling alley. 

The last issue of The 
Volette carried a story on 
proposed plans for a bowling 
facilities in the new gym. Let’s 
see, that’s just 32 years 
after it was first talked about.

Are Staying In Profession 


Two hundred and eight stu¬ 
dents have graduated from the 
Department of Education during 
the period 1959-62, accordlngto 

Ag Curriculum - 

study are limited. Eighteen 
hours in communication and 
English will be required with 
journalism and speech falling In 
this category. 

Under the newer, more flex¬ 
ible program, the student may 
graduate with 98 hours in agri¬ 
culture but he must have a min¬ 
imum of 45 hours. If the stu¬ 
dent chooses to take the fewer 
number of hours, he will then 
be given the opportunity to 
choose electives that will be 
beneficial to him. 

The proposed changes will 
better qualify the potential 
graduate student for graduate 
work. He will have the op¬ 
portunity for more science and 
related sciences In the 
electives. 

At the start of the fall 
quarter of 1963, this new 
program will become effective. 
The proposed changes are being 
adopted throughout the land- 
grant college systems of the 
nation with the general objective 
being to train the student, not 
merely for vocational work in 
agriculture, but for service in 
the field that will require 
broad, general knowledge not 
only in agriculture but also in 
related areas. 


a directory compiled by the de¬ 
partment. 

Using information given in 
the directory, Dr. Glenn S. 
Galllen, department head, has 
completed a study on the dis¬ 
tribution of employment among 
the graduates. 

He found that a total of 151 
or 73 percent is employed in 
the teaching profession. Of 
this number 84 are teaching in 
Tennessee public schools. A 
further breakdown indlcares 
that 44 are teaching in 
Tennessee high schools and 40 
in elementary schools. West 
Tennessee employs 67 of them, 
while there are 10 in the middle 
and seven in the eastern divis¬ 
ions of the state. 

TTiere are 51 UTMB grad¬ 
uates teaching in public schools 
out of the state, of which 13 
are in Kentucky, 10 in Florida, 
eight in Missouri, five in 
Georgia, and four in Illinois. 
South Carolina and Michigan 
have two each. Alabama, In¬ 
diana, Texas, Virginia, Wash¬ 
ington, and England each have 
one. 

Twelve of the graduates are 
employed in colleges and uni¬ 
versities in Ohio, Louisiana, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee. Four 
are working in private schools 
and hospitals. 

There are 21 housewives 
and 36 people in non-teaching: 
occupations ranging from: 
accountant to interior deco¬ 
rator.
